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UCLA pastors 
to deny K

The Urban Christian Leadership As- 
sociation (UCLA) has called a meeting on 
Wednesday, Dec. 8, at the Martin Luther 
King, Jr. Complex for community resi- 
dents to hear Representative Otto 
Beatty's request and to express their 
Opinions to deny the Ku Klux Klan’s rally 
on Dr. King’s birthday 

The meeting, scheduled for 10-11:30 
a.m., is a mission from UCLA to organize 
cohcerned citizens and the African 
American community and pastors to as- 
sist in Beatty's purpose 

"We feel they preach hatred,” Rev 
David Todd, president of UCLA said. "We 
are’ totally against hatred because we 
stand for love. The KKK seeks to 
separate us and to divide the city. We are 
in full support of Otto Beatty. We want 
everyone to take part." 

The city of Columbus is still buzzing 
from the last KKK visit, which thousands 
of citizens raided the statehouse in 
protest. The hate group, has again re- 
quested to rally on Dr. King's birthday and 
wants to hang a KKK symbol on the 
Christmas tree that will stand on the 
Statehouse lawn 

The Urban Christian. Leadership As- 
sociation said, their rally date is an insult 
on the Black race and well as other 
minorities that the hate group wish to 
extinguish 

“This has a demoralizing effect on our 
schools and this will incite our youth 
toward hatred," said UCLA vice-president 
Rev. Kenneth L. Bligen . 

What the UCLA want.to accomplish is 
for city council to veto the KKK request or 
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call meeting

Parent feels biracial child 
is being harassed at school

Cathy Sankey, of 1017 Hollyhill Drive, 
says her son Rashawn, 14, a student at 
Finland Middle School, was assaulted by 
two white male students on Nov. 17, 
around 8:45 a.m 

Sankey says the boys attacked her 
son from behind as he got off the school 
bus on his way to the school building 
According to Sankey, the boys kicked 
Rashawn in the back, stomach and face 

"The boys are apparently prejudiced," 
said Sankey, referring to why her son 
was attacked 

.«, Sankey is upsét over how the school 
Administration handled the incident. She 
said Rashawn was badly injured by the 
assault and that-school officials did not 
contact her until three hours after the 
assault happened 

"They called me around 11:45 a.m 
and said my son had a headache be- 


cause he was ina fight," said Sankey. “Of 
course you'd have a headache if you 
were kicked in the head. Rashawn wasnt 
fighting. He was attacked 

Sankey claims she asked the school 
principal, James Voyles, to hold an as 
sembly and tell students they would be 
harshly punished if they started fights but 
he refused. Sankey also said the schoo! 
was reluctant to file criminal charges 
against the boys who made the attack 
She filed a police report herself on the 
day after the incident. 

Finland Middle Schoo! Assistant.Prin- 
cipal Judith Davis said the matter has 
been handled by the school. "It's all been 
taken care of. The boys were punished,’ 
said Davis 

Though the Nov, 17 incident may have 
been resolved, Sankey isn't satisfied 
Sankey, a white woman, feels her biracial 
son has been constantly harassed at the 
school by racists. 


The pastors should support Rep 
Beatty and UCLA because they are right, 
said Rev. Todd. "We bring forth good and 
the KKK is evil," Todd continued. “The 
pastors need to help us in this position so 
our brothers and sisters don't get swal 
lowed up

"It is difficult to separate one from the 
other," McCleary says. Some of the mem-

The new proposed ordinance 
would replace the city's original 
minority business ordinance, which 
was enacted in 1984 and which 
was struck down as unconsiitution- 
al after an August, 1989 suit by the 
Associated General Contractors 

The AGC, the predominately- 
white trade group’ for construction 
contractors, had fought the city's 
ordinance after its goals were 
doubled from 10 to 21 percent for 
minorities and two to four percent 
for fermale-owned businesses on 
Januaty 21, 1989 -- the same day 
that the United States Supreme 
Court. in its Croson decision, out 
jawed Richmond, Virginia's 


minority business set-aside law as 
being improperly drawn and uncon- 
Stitutional

UBPA leaders testified at 
several of the hearings, backing a 
measure which would limit par 
ticipation in the city's minority bus: 
ness procurement program to 
those minority-owned companies 
which are smaller 

The law as proposed would ad 
dress that concern, limiting par- 
ticipation in the program to those 
female and minority-owned busi 
nesses which were smaller than 
the average size of businesses in 
their industry over a two-year 
period « 

"We feel that the benefit would 
be more clearly focused both to and 
for small and emerging busi 
nesses.” James said in support of 
that concept, “It does provide for 
them an opportunity in an arena 
that would exclude, if you will, the 


more successful businesses thal 
have been around for a while." 

The road to enactment of the 
statute -- always rocky -- was set 
back slightly when a group of Asian 
businesses flooded one final hear- 
ing on a draft ofthe law which had 
been submitted to the public. 

The Asian businesses had com- 
plained that they were excluded 
from the law improperly, The law's 
limit of "minority" status to Black- 
owned businesses, the 30 Asian 
firms testifying said, had the impact 
of making them second-class 
citizens 

But the final product did not 
change the result. The study by 
MBELDEF, which had been the 
critical piece of evidence in deter- 
mining the groups which had been 
victimized by discrimination in 
Columbus, did not uncover 
evidence against discrimination 
against Asians, despite their grow- 
ing presence in the Columbus busi- 
ness community 

Assuming passage of the or- 
dinance, the enforcement of its 
provision will be delayed until it is 
reviewed by Federal District Court 
Judge James Graham. Inthe city’s 
original case, Graham retained 
jurisdiction over the city Ss program, 
and any changes in the statute 
must be submitted to him 

Associated General 
Contractors’ spokesman Richard 
Hobbes was unavailable for com- 
ment. But he has previously been 
quoted as attacking the study and 
the process as a waste of 
taxpayers dollars. producing a 
study of dubious quality, although 
he did not say whether his or

Rape victim develops series of 
workshops at Urban League

Antoinette Savage was brutally 
raped by her father when she was 
16-years-old. Years later, she tes- 
tilied against him for-raping her 
Step-sister, With the help of her 
testimony, her father was convicted 
and sentenced to 60 years in 
prison 


Today, Savage is committed to 
opening the lines of communica- 
tlon about rape and incest in the 
African American community. She 
is & firm believer that silence 
protects no one 


Rape and incest are subjects in 
the African American community 
that are often considered taboo to 
discuss, Because of this silence 
many rape and incest victims are 
unable to heal their mental 
wounds 


Savage, rape specialist for the 
Columbus Urban League, is work- 
ing to break this code of silence in 
the African American community. 
She has developed a series of out- 
teach workshops designed to open

the lines of communication for 
Afncan American women on issues 
concerning. rape and incest 

"| believe in taking the message 
into the communities and letting 
persons know about the’ programs 
and services ‘that the Columbus 
Urban League offers,” savage said 
"There are many African American 
women who are victims of domes- 
tic violence and rape. This is a 
result of us believing that rape and 
incest just do not occur in our com- 


munity. However; | am living proof 
that it does happen.” 


Savage said a Jarge reason for 
this disbelief in the African 
American community , is due to the 
kinds of media coyerage on rape 
and incest Another factor that 
Savage feels: attributes to this 
silence, is the fact thal rape and 
incest are predominately female is- 
sues 

“We are just afraid and 
ashamed to discuss these issues 
although they have such a nega- 
tive impact on our community,” 
Savage said. "We are so. con; 
cerned with living from day to day, 
that we do not take time to deal with 
other things. If you have been vic- 
limized, it is important to seek 
help." 

Savage said there are places 
that deal with the special needs of 
African American women who 
have been victimized. She sug- 
gests individuals contact the 
Decision Center or Battered 
Women and Survivors if they need 
help

WASHINGTON D.C. --(NBNS)-- 
Upset in part because of the dis- 
proportionate number of Blacks on 
death row, Supreme Court Justice 
Harry A, Blackman said last week 
he was having second thoughts 
about the constitutionality of the 
death penalty. 

The 85-year-old veteran jurist 
was speaking on ABC's Nightline 
program, According to Blackman, 
there are "disturbing statistics that 
come in when one. considers 
race,,.of course, some people can 
rationalize that to their satisfaction 
But there it stands, and |'m bothered 
by it.”

If our community takes seriously this call to "Buy 
Black", an indelible impression will be made upon the 
white firms that will miss our patronage and dollars. 
This will be important in terms of their awareness of the 


t doesn’t take an ivy-league trained economist to 

tell the Black community that the economy is not 

moving in a positive direction. Any improvement 
that has been experienced by the nation as a whole, is: 
still so far removed from the Black communimjhat we 
don't even feel a ripple, We still face double-digit 
unemployment, and our young Black men are still the 
last hired and first fired 

Rather than continually blaming the white man for 

our community's economic woes, we need to take the 
initiative now, and to "Buy Black" this holiday season 
whenever possible. While it may be impossible to 
purchase all of the goods and services that a family 
needs from Black owned and operated firms, there are 
also white-owned and operated companies that have 
demonstrated their concern and commitment to our 
community who should be patronized, One indication

Change at 


Imost eight months after an Easter Day riot at 
the Southern Ohio Cogrectional Facility at 
ucasville, the embattled warden at that 
facility, Arthur Tate, has been transferred to a deputy 
director's post incentral office at the Department of 
Rehabilitation and Correction. He ‘has been replaced 
by Terry Collins, a former official at the Lucasville prison 
wha had most recently been serving as warden at the 
Lorain Correctional Institute 
We recognize the concern that DRC officials have 
in making the shift. Tate, who was one of the first 
Blacks tapped to head-a prison in Ohio when he was 
appointed warden at Chillicothe Correctional Institute 
in 1983, has come under intense attack by members 
of the union of correctional quards in the prison. They 
have charged that Tate, wno was nicknamed "King 
Arthur,” was insensitive to staff concerns regarding 
inmates and that he had improperly handled the riot 
At the same time, Tate is also widely viewed in 
corrections as a talented and effective leader. who 
provided strong leadership and direction to what has 
long been a troubled institution 
When he came into Lucasville as warden in 1990 
Tate instituted a number of changes. He significantly 
changed the climate at the prison, creating a more 
regimented style of operation. Inmate assaults of in- 
mates and staff have dropped since he became super 
intendent 
At the same time, many resented this more regi- 
mented Style, including, apparently, some of the quards 
and their union 
We wish Tate well in his new assignment We also 
hope that Collins will be effective in his leadership 
However, the problems that Lucasville faces will not be 
solved merely by a shift at the top 


importance of Black spending power. Equally as im- 
portant is the positive effect that such a movement will 
have on the Black economy. 

it we patronize our own more often, we can solve 
the problem of high small business failure rates and 
high unemployment with our own resources. 

The Idea of supporting Black-owned business is not 
anew one. All of our great leaders, Dr, Martin Luther 
King. Jr, Malcolm X, Rev. Jesse Jackson and others 
have advocated supporting our own. The concept has 
not, however, caught on in the Black community as well 
as it has in some other cultures. It seems that other 
European, Asian, Hispanic and even African im- 
migrants come to America, support their own com- 
munities and thrive. It is not too late for us to start this 
holiday season, and Buy Black This Year! 


Lucasville 


When the state of Ohio decided, based on political 
favors and regional boosterism, to award the maxi- 
mum-securily prison to this rural, predominately-white 
community, the problems were predictable -- and well- 
known, Placement of a maximum-security prison 
housing a population with a large number of Blacks into 
an overwhelmingly-white and often-hostile environ- 
ment is, in itself, a prescription for danger. 

At one time a decade ago, there was only one Black, 
employee among the facility's 600 staff. An aggressive 
recruiting effort bequn during the Celeste administra- 
tion, and continued under Voinovich, has improved the 
hiring of Blacks at the prison 

But the number, 43 of 440 correctional officers at the 
time of the Easter Riot -- while greater than the percent- 
age of population in the Lucasville-Portsmouth area -- 
is still far out of proportion to the percentage of Blacks 
in the inmate population 

What is more important, Lucasville has been a 
hotbed for racist activity on the part of many prisoners, 
as some have been involved in the Christian Identity 
movement and the White Aryan Resistance. And some 
of the guards who should be holding down that an- 
tagonism are themselves sympathizers with these 
hate movements, as they have been seen with the 
tattoos of hatred on their arms 

lt may be appropriate to make a changing of the 
leadership at Lucasville. At the same time, we would 
hope that there will also be the kind of systemic change 
which will result in an increase in Black staff, and major 
sensitivity training for staff and inmates to ease ten- 
sions in what is alrgady an extremely dangerous en 
vironment 


‘No’ to Klan rally 


Black Columbus State Representative Otto Beat- 
ty and ultra-conservative Republican Senator 

Eugene Watts have agreed on one thing: the Ku Klux 
Klan should not be allowed to spread its message of 
hate on the grounds of the Statehouse on January 15 
1994. We agree 

We were concerned when the Klan came to Colum 
bus on October 23. That visit -- which had been 
approved by the Capital Square Review and Advisory 
Board, which controls use of the Statehouse grounds 
- resulted in costs to the City of Columbus of almost 
$58,000, which were billed to the Klan. Those costs 
were to pay for additional police coverage, and to 
create barriers between the Klan members and an 
outraged crowd, in order to allow the Klan to spread its 
message of hatred in (relative) peace 

But the Klan apparently has no plans to pay the 
outstanding bill, It simply wants to Gome to Columbus 
spread its message of hate, and leave the costs and 
the hazards to others. This is unacceptable 

Beatty also has asserted, in a letter to the Capital 
Squaré Review and Advisory Board, that the Klan's

ast weekend, members of the U. S. House of 
Representatives overwhelmingly defeated H.R 
51, the bill that would have granted statehood 
to the District of Columbia and its residents. While 
many opponents of the measure seemed to couch their 
arguments in terms of constitutional or practicality im- 
pediments, we look at the matter as a litmus test on civil 
rights 
D.C. residents are overwhelmingly Black, with only 
one non-voting delegate to the House of Repre- 
sentatives, Eleanor Holmes Norton, and no U.S 
Senators, As a-result, that overwhelmingly Black 
population is virtually unrepresented in what is sup- 
posed to be the most democratic nation on Earth 
In addition, despite having the fourth highest per- 
Capita tax base in the nation, residents of the District of 
Columbia have little of no input into their government's 
faxina or soendina, As supporters of the teajsiation 


action and intent potentially violates Ohio law against 
“inciting to violence." The history of Klan activity across 
the country is Clear: where the Klan goes, violence 
follows. Its lanquage and message js so inflammatory 
that it mobilizes hostility against it. And -- as has been 
noted in the past. whether in Greensboro, North 
Carolina or Columbus, Ohio -- the Kian members have 
not been unwilling participants in the violence which is 
unleashed; they have. in the past, participated in the 
violence which they attempt to provoke 

We certainly believe in the right of free speech, even 
for ideas we find odious, . At the same time, we also 
believe in the responsibility to pay one's bills, and the 
need to preserve the public peace. The Klan’s motives 
are not to provoke an honest debate about affirmative 
action, or address in some reasoned fashion the con 
ditions that exist in our nation; they are to spread hatred 
and provoke violence, Those motives have no place 
on the Statehouse grounds, and are-rightly to be

School reform 


There is a battle for the future 
being fought across the state of Ohio 

The battlegrounds are a 
courtroom in New Lexington, in Perry 
County; a Cuyahoga County Com- 
mon Pleas courtroom; andthe legis-! 
lative halls in Columbus. and the fight 
can be seen in the faces of the 
children 

The battle is over schoo! funding 
reform. For years, there has beena 
multi-sided Struggle over the future of 
school funding -- from hard-pressed 
taxpayers, who are afraid to see their 
property taxes rise significantly (and who have been 
expressing that fear in the rejection of countless local 
schoo! levies), from rural and urban school districts, 
who believe that school funding is too low because the 
tax burden across the state is unequally shared; and 
from suburban and “industrial enclave" schoo! districts, 
which are often rich in tax dollars and resist every-effort 
to equalize spending out of their hides 

Representative C.J. Prentiss of Cleveland is prepar- 
ing to widen the school reform battleground to include 
the entire state. In meetings across Ohio, she is 
pushing a statewide ballot initiative. which should be 
prepared in February, which would make some dent in 
the problem by providing resources to the state's 49 
“at-risk” school districts to increase services and 
prdgrams for children in the first three grades 

But Prentiss recognizes that more is needed, The 
political push for massive school funding reform -- 
reform, she believes, should be based on the needs of 
the children, and not merely on an equalization of 
dollars going to various schools -- will probably not 
begin in the legislative halls, but in the courtrooms of 
New Lexington and Cleveland 

Already, the vast inequities which. exist between 
school districts -- in which expenditures. per pupil in 
Ohio schools ranged from slightly more than $2800 per 
year to $12.000 per year during the 1990-91 school 
year -- have resulted in law suits. One, being heard 
now in New Lexington, comes from the state's poorest 
and generally rural districts, who are charging that the 
current system of paying for education violates the 
Ohio constitution because it magnifies inequities in the 
state 

The Cleveland schools, whose per-pupil expendi- 
ture exceeds the state average but which must face 
economic and social problems which, they believe, 
merit additional funds, has also filed a lawsuit regard- 
ing school funding 

There. has already been some movement toward 
funding equity. The most recent budget included $135 


Clinton programs hurt 


‘You blockhead!” exclaimed Lucy to the amiable 
Charlie Brown. No matter how many times his moment 
of glory turns into a crash landing on his back, our hero 
is convinced that this time, despite the record, Lucy 
won't pull the football away. Likewise, now, as Black 
workers line up to re-enter the workforce after the 
recession, the Clinton Administration is poised to pull 
the ball away and send us back to square one 

Quite simply, the Administration has got it back- 
wards, While proclaiming job creation to be its first 
priority, it has embarked on an extraordinary taxing, 
regulating and mandating spree which will cause the 
cost of labor to become too burdensome for many 
employers to bear 

The President repeatedly asserts that his various 
programs will create jobs. Yet. history emphatically 
demonstrates that high taxes, increased regulation and 
a proliferation of employer mandates retard job growth 
The 1990-91 recession is the most recent evidence of 
this. The tax increase of the 1990 budget deal presaged 
a’wholesale reversal of the job boom of the eighties 
Compounding the. 1990 tax hike were a series of 
government mandates which increase the cost of labor 
by up to 30 percent. 

An analysis of the. employment patterns of over 
35,000 companies reporting to the EEOC published in 
the Wall Street Journal in September showed that 
Blacks were the only racial group to suffer anet job loss 
during the recession. The largest job losses occurred 
among Blacks who were in the laborer, unskilled and 
clerical job categories 

The Clinton agenda could easily eclipse the damage 
to Black employment wrought by the recent recession 
The Administration fireg its first majorsalvo against 
employment with this summer's mammoth tax bill 
Numerous employers, especially small businesses, 
halted néw hiring as a consequence. Labor Secretary 
Robert Reich then advocated raising the minimum 
wage and indexing it to the rate of inflation, Ignoring the 
myriad of studies showing that for each ten cent in- 
crease in the minimum wage, up to 50,000 jobs are 
destroyed. Low-skilled workers are the most likely to 
suffer the adverse impact of a minimum wage hike. 
Nonetheless, a bill raising’ the minimum from $4.25 to 
$6.75 an hour and indexing it to inflation is pending in 
the Senate. 

And now for the mother of all mandates; health care 
The Clinton health care plan would impose a payroll tax 
(euphemistically titled “employer mandates’) of up to 
7.9 percent upon each employer. The employment 
Policies Institute estimates that this could cause the 
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million over the biennium to equalize funding in the 
poorest school districts. However, only one of those 
school districts -- East Cleveland -- has a large number 
of Black children, as most of the state’s districts with 
per-pupil expenditures far below the states average 
are heavily rural 

While Prentiss supports the Perry Count suit, she 
said it “does not address fully the delivery standards 
that should be in place to teach children." The 
equalization of funding. Prentiss believes, does not 
necessarily result in improved education unless fund- 
ing is tied to standards in the classroom 

The issue of school funding reform, linked to reform 
in the delivery of public education, is a national one 
According to the Ohio Coalition for Equity and Ade- 
quacy. since January, 1993, courts in five states -- 
Alabama, Massachusetts, Missouri, North Dakota, and 
Tennessee -- have backed challengers to their states 
system of funding schools, based on the demands of 
the states’ constitutions 

AKentucky judge has already reshaped the schools 
in that state, ruling that they had failed to provide an 
equitable education to all children 

The state of Michigan has taken a more radical step 
- it has completely eliminated the property tax for 
schools, By the first of 1994. it will have to put in place 
a new system of funding education 

Prentiss believes that the leverage is, first and 
foremost, with the courts 

"School reform will only happen with a lawsuit 
Period,” Prentiss said. "We lack the political will to 
seriously restructure schools so that we can teach 
one-fourth of the childrén in Ohio that have substan- 
dard education." / 

Despite her pessimism -- or, maybe, because of it 
-- she will be taking her case for increased focus ona 
"third-grade guarantee” for children in at-risk school 
districts directly to the voters, hoping that she can stir 
enough concern about this part of education to win a 
ballot initiative in November, 1994

All of these proposals raise the cost of labor. Their 
cumulative effect is to erect. formidable barriers to 
workplace entry for unskilled and low skilled workers: 
at some point the cost of employing workers begins to 
exceed their value to the employer. 

When labor costs affect competitiveness an 
employer may seek to reduce such costs by exporting 
jobs to another country, replacing employees with 
machines or hiring temporary or part-time workers 
and/or independent contractors. All these optioris have 
one thing in common: they reduce employment oppor- 
tunities for American workers, Generally, those with the 
fewest skills and least seniority are the first to go. and, 
as the Wall Street Journal analysis indicates, in many 
industries the least senior employees are Black 

The Administration is apparently oblivious to the 
ramifications of its agenda. The President persistently 
contends that the purported inequities caused by the 
mean-spirited, laissez-faire job policies of the eighties 
can only be redressed by massive taxes and 
governmental intrusion into the workplace, But the 
“fairness” rhetoric simply does not square with the 
real-world impact of the solutions being proposed 

In fact, the pro-growth policies of the eighties saw 
Black employment soar twice as fast as that for whites. 
Blacks received nearly a quarter of all jobs created in 
the eighties, despite representing 12 percent of the 
population. Black unemployment fell from 20.4 percent 
to 11.4 percent. The revenues of Black-owned busi- 
nesses grew by more than 100 percent. The Black 
middle class grew by 30 percent, adding over one 
million new families to its ranks. The number of Black 
households with incomes over $50,000 per year 
skyrocketed, 

President Clinton's repudiation .of pro-growth 
policies will assure the success of at least one Ad- 
ministration program. Mr. Reich's proposed job retrain- 
ing program should not want for applicants. 
Unfortunately, their job prospects upon graduation may 
be less spectacular

Jackson (formerly of A&M Records) kicked 
off her werld tour in support of her current 
LP, “janet.." on Nov. 24 in Cincinnati 
Thanksgiving eve 

Getting to see’ Janet live meant a lot to 
me, | drove all the way to Cleveland to take 
in her “Rhythm Nation” tour in 1990, only to 
find Gut the show had been cancelled. | was 
hoping this experience would make up for 
that disappointment. Boy, was |. wrong 

| came in on the tail end of Janet's open- 
ing act, Tony Toni Tone. The group per- 
formed a strong, slammin’ set and got the 
crowd all revved up for nothing, as it turned 
out. 

MTV was present, equipped with camera 
and vee jays. MTV personality, comedian 
Bill Bellamy, who must have thought he 
was at Dr. Dre's show, uttered several 
profanities while announcing Jackson. This 
was in very poor taste, considering Janet is 
a clean, mainstream act 

Janet, dressed in a white jacket, white 
stretch pants, and white thigh-high boots 


opened with "If." Fireworks and explosions ~ 


got the Riverfront Coliseum audience on 
their feet, Everything after the opening song 
was anticlimactic. . 

Fifteen minutes into the show, Janet had 
everyone bow their heads and say a “silent 
prayer" for her brother, the troubled Michael 
Jackson 

Black became Janet's trademark with 
"Control" and "Rhythm Nation." The public 
has come to associate the youngest Jack- 
son with everything black -- black hair, black 
clothes, Black pride. With her latest project 
Janet has done the obvious -- the exact 
opposite. 

White is the color of choice for the "janet.' 
tour. The musicians are all clad in white and 
the stage is completely white, Janet has 
traded in her jet black mane for a blond 
weave, which was soaked with sweat and 
looked like a wel mop by the end of the show. 

Janet is apparently trying to pull off a 
more traditional concert than "Rhythm Na- 
tion,” but doesn’t have the voice to do so. 
She copied less successful acts like En 
Vogue for one sultry ballad by pulling a man 
out of the audience and purring the lyrics to 
him while sitting or his lap 

The costumes for the "janet." tour look as 
if they were purchased from a thrift store

Program promises new 
hope for homeless adults 


Friends of the Homeless. an- 
nounced recently receipt of a 
$483.431 Center for Substance 
Abuse Treatment (CSAT) 
Demonstration Grant from the U.S. 
Department of Health and Human 
Services. 

This is one of the first federal 
CSAT grants awarded in Ohio to 
focus on homeless people. Out of 
more than 7,000 applicants, 
Friends was one of 216 grantees. 
This is Friends’ fourth federal 
demonstration grant, a rare ac- 
complishment, exemplifying the 
agency's achievements. 

Friends’ substances abuse treat- 
ment program targets homeless 
adults, assisting them to 

* live alcohol and drug-free lives; 

* becdme socially responsible 
and respected members of the 
community; 

* find stable employment; 

* obtain safe, permanent hous- 
ing; and 

* improve health and reduce 
communicable diseases. 

Barbara Poppe, Friends’ Execu- 
tive Director stated “Drug addiction 
is a grave, life-threatening disorder 
that cannot be overcome without 
treatment. Research shows 40-60 
percent of homeless persons have 
a serious problem with substance 


abuse. The critical problem is treat- 
ment is just not available for these 
people." 


This new state-of-the-art drug 
treatment program is designed to 
meet the unique needs of culturally 
diverse men and women. The pro- 
gram will provide intensive out- 
patient treatment including 
individual and group counseling. 
Africentric programming, recreation 
and work therapy, violence preven- 
tion training, communicable dis- 
ease screening and counseling, 
and health and dental care, The 
project will coordinate community 
health, human service and criminal 
justice organizations. 


The treatment program will be 
closely linked with Friends,,other 
supportive services and ‘will’ be 
delivered in three phases. First 
shelter residents. will complete in- 
tensive day treatment. Second, 
they move to alcohol and drug free 
transitional housing units in the 
community, while continuing their 
treatment. Education and training 
services will assist all participants in 
finding jobs. Third, a strong after- 
care component will support their 
move to permanent housing.

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Washington, D.C. insider say 
health care reform imminent

Congress is expected to pass 
health care reform legislation by the 
1994 elections, according to 
several key decision makers at- 
tending the Regional Summit on 
Health Care Reform. 

The Summit, Co-sponsored by 
the Ohio Commission on Minority 
Health; national Medical Associa- 
tion, convener for the Intercultural 
Health coalition; Office of Governor 
George V. Voinovich; and Mount 
Carmel Health was held last 
weekend in Columbus, 

Sumit presenters include 
former Uhio Governor Richard F. 
Celeste, chairman of the National 
Health Care campaign and Ohio 
Congressmen Louis Stokes, D- 
Cleveland, and David Hobson, R- 
Springfield. 

Stokes predicted that health 
care reform legislation is about a 
year away from being passed by the 
Congress 

Lawmakers are devoting much 
of their attention to health care 
reform, because everyone agrees 
there is a need to fix this broken 
system. The enactment of reform 
legislation is enhanced, because 
the need for change enjoys bipar- 
tisan support in Congress; how- 
ever, there is dissention on how it 
will be implemented. 

Hobson commended President 
and Mrs. Clinton for their work in 
propelling the health care debate to 
the forefront

“Promoting the Clintan health 
plan is Celeste's job. "We need to 
fundamentally change health care 
in this country by taking a system, 
which has been broken for too 
many of our citizens, and make it 
right," Celeste said. , 

"It is an enormous piece of work 
that will make each one of us un- 
comfortable," he warned. “Health 
care reform will not please 
everyone." 

The three principle presenters 
agreed that health care reform must 
contain universal coverage 

"The fear should be taken out of 
health care," said Hobson. “People 
should not be afraid to change jobs 
for fear of losing health insurance. 
And everyone should have health 
insurance coverage notwithstand- 
ing their illness." 

A person should be guaranteed 
health care, Celeste added. "Health 
care should be a right and not a 
privilege." . 

Hobson urged an audience of 
over 300 persons to follow develop- 
ments closely and stay involved 
Whatever happens in Congress will 
involve states." 

Although the Summit targeted 
and had residents from the Midwest 
states of Ohio, Michigan, Indiana 
Illinois, Wisconsin and Minnesota, 
participants also came from 
Washington, D.C., Colorado, Ten- 
nessee, Kentucky and California. 

Stokes implored communities of 
color to become involved in the 
health care debate.

Blacks at 


high risk of lung cancer 


African Americans have nearly 
twice the relative risk of developing 
lung cancer as do whites smoking 
the same number of cigarettes, a 
new study shows 

The research also showed that 
while a higher percentage of 
African-American men smoke, they 
smoke fewer cigarettes per day 
than do whites 

"The white smoker is smoking 
more cigarettes per day than the 
average African American smoker, 
but the African American has a 
higher relative risk of lung cancer," 
said Randall Harris, director of can- 
cer control at The Ohio State 

: University's Comprehensive Can- 
cer Center r 

Why this is the case is unknown, 
he said 

“All Americans, but particularly 
African Americans, should be con- 
cerned about these results because 
of their health implications," said 
Harris 

The study, published in the 
August issue of the “International 
Journal of Epidemiology," also 
found that female smokers of both 
races run a higher risk of develop- 
ing lung cancer then do men who 
smoke an equal number of cigaret 
tes. This confirms earlier studies 
comparing the risk of lung cancer 
between men and women who 
smoke, said Harris 

"We need to do a better job of 
health education and preventing 
the initiation of smoking, particularly 
for these groups that are very highly 
predisposed to carcinogens in 
tobacco smoke." 

Harris noted that the incidence of 
lung cancer among African- 
American men is about 45 percent 
greater than it is for white men 

The research involved 2,678 
white males, 238 African-American 
men, 1,394 white women, and 113 
African American women with lung 
cancer, Each group was also com- 
pared to control groups -- patients 


with non-tobacco-related diseases 
The control groups included 2,445 
white men, 169 African-American 
men, 1,418 white women, and 139 
African-American women, 

All subjects were interviewed for 
personal history, including age, 
education, employment, body 
mass, alcohol consumption, and 
smoking history, and exposure to 
risk factors. Current and former 
smokers provided information on 
the brand of cigarettes smoked, 
whether they were filtered, the num- 
ber of years he or she smoked, and 
the number of cigarettes smoked 
per day. This information was used 
to calculate each smoker's lifetime 
intake of tar. 

The researchers compared the 
number of smokers in the control 
groups and found that 43 percent of 
African American men smoked 
compared with 27 percent of white 
men. Among women, 24 percent of 
African-American women smoked 
compared to 22 percent of white 
women 

“But we also found that African 
American men smoked fewer 
cigarettes per day than Caucasian 
men," said Harris 

On average, African American 
male smokers used about seven 
cigarettes per day fewer than white 
male smokers (18 vs. 25), and 
African American female smokers 
used about five cigarettes per day 
less than white female smokers (13 
vs. 18) 

Harris could only speculate as to 
reasons why some groups are at 
higher risk for lung cancer than are 
others. "Maybe there are race and 
gender differences in the way the 
body metabolizes tobacco," he 
said 

"We need to find out what 
mechanisms are involved and then 
determine if there are ways of 
blocking them."

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Sticking up for 
bloods at IBM 


It is about time that “grass-roots” activists 
in our African American community cease 
“beating up" on corporate types who are also 
a part of that community. A truce is in order 
As far-as | am concerned. these "beatings 
do neither group too much good in the short 
fun and, in fact. cause more problems than 
they solve in the long run 

Here is an example of what | mean. | 
heard a speech by a big city mayor the other 
night who lambasted the “brothers at IBM 
who wear $450 suits. $275 shoes, and show 
no sensitivity to the plight of the less for- 
tunate in the community 

It was as though the brothers and sisters 
at IBM and other major corporations have 
become totataliens to the rest of the world 
in which we live, ‘No, the mayor came to 
town, it seems to me, to exploit an us/them 
division for at least a polemic acivantage 
And that is so easy to do when you've never 
worked for one of these “evil empires 

As a matter of fact, the polemics involved 

in this "warfare" contribute to a communica 
tions gap that naturally exists between the 
haves" and the “have nots" in any com- 
munity; the African American community is 
no exception. If | have something to give that 
you want, | am more likely to give it if you 
give me a reason to which | can relate; pity 
is not always the answer 

Just as whites don’t like to be ‘held up" 
by “black programs" they consider 
counterproductive to their interests, the 
"haves" in the black community are not too 
likely to be impressed with arguments which 
are based solely on the "you-owe-me 
hypothesis 

| am not S50 sure it’s just responsibility to 
give something back that we are talking 
about here, In some ways, it sounds like the 
"old crabs in a barrel’. gibberish that has 
been so frequently pronounced our com- 
munity, Anyone who recognizes that 
dynamic will tell you that it is at least anti 
developmental, to coin a phrase 

The other day, | did some figuring about 
some of the differences in the life styles of 
the "haves" and the "have nots” inthe African 
American community, | concluded that 
many, if not most, of the "haves" spent their 
youth getting substantial amounts of educa- 
tion so that they could build up an economic 
base on which to start and support their 
families 

Those who have families want the best 
for them just as does anybody else. And they 
will go to bat to keep what they have some 
how been able to altain. Thal, to me. is a part 
of human nature 

There is an extraordinary amount of 
stress which "haves" must cope with in order 
to maintain their positions. First. they ve got 
to stay abreast of developments in their 
fields that could affect their careers, positive 
ly or negatively, They've got to p 
everyday just to stay somewhat even with 
everyone else, And then they've still got to 
deal with that ugly R-word which creeps into 
all sorts of interpersonal celationships 

It is a heavy responsibility just to be able 
to keep your place in corporate America: the 
last thing you need is someone telling you 
that you arent responsible to your com 
munity. Corporate types could easily sing 
with new meaning, the words of the old 
Negro spiritual: "Nobody Knows The Trouble 
I've Seen.’ 

Fortunately, most of the African American 
“corporate types” | know do want to give 
something back. They do seek opportunities 
to share what they know with folks who care 
to.learn from them, They often find themsel- 
ves having to invent the vehicles on which 
to build support networks so that they will 
eventually have more to give back 

They realize--more acutely than anyone 
-that there are so many of their cohorts, often 
their own family members, that they have 
"left behind". They have bought into the 20th 
century-version of the American Dream and 
want to preserve their staying power in that 
Dream for the 21st century as well 

Sure, there are those who want to forget 
miostof the signs along their roads to greater 
economic stability. For more often than not, 
those roads were paved with obstacles that 
no one should have to overcome. Yel, over- 
come the corporate types must--and they 
often do, brilliantly 

"Sometimes," said one, “it is so much 
easier to go where your training is more 
compatible with the types of organizations 
and groups with whom you could associate 
But even when you try that diversion, almost 
invariably you end up with people like your- 
self if for no other ceasort than you feéhymost 
comfortable with them 

To the big city mayor who sought to-ex 
ploit the “us/them” division and to others who 
share his view, my only answer |s just be- 
cause an individual wears a S450 suit 
doesn't necessarily mean he or she is insen- 
sitive. After all, merely the act of spending 
$450 for a suit is no quarantee that what you 
are wearing is quality apparel, Lighten up, 
Mike!

Holiday hints for buying by mail 


As many gift-givers turn to 
Catalogs as a convenient, time- 
Saving way to shop from home, the 
Better Business Bureau (BBB) 
once again offers tips on buying by 
mail. 

Begin by carefully reading the 
product's description. Don't rely 
solely on a picture for information 
about the product's size and quality. 

Completely fill out the order form 
as directed or your order may be 
delayed. If the merchandise 1s in- 
tended as a holiday gift, be sure to 
allow for delivery, Remember, some 
companies do ship up to the last 
minute if you agree to pay the extra 
delivery charges. However, if the 
item ordered ts not in stock, you'll 
have to scramble for a quick sub- 
stitute 

Also, note the company’s return 
policy, If itisn’tstated in writing, ask 
about it before you order, 

Every year, BBBs receive 
thousands of inquiries and com- 
plaints regarding mail order com- 
panies. Loca! Bureaus note that if a 
problem should arise, it will be 
easier to solve if'you have paid for 
the order by charge card, check or 
money order. Never send cash 
through the mail. Also, keep a 
record of your purchase, including 
the name and address of the com- 
pany, the date you placed the order 
or bank check. Examine the mer- 
chandise thoroughly when it arrives 
to make sure it’s what you ordered 
and that it hasn't been damaged 

The Federal Trade Commission 
(FTC) has a Mail Order Rule to 
protect consumers who shop by 
mail. If a company doesn't specify 
a shipping time, it is required to 
send the merchandise within 30 
days, If there will be a delay, the 
company must-give you the option 
to either agree to tha delay or can 
cel the order.

Parents can reduce their 
tax bills with Uncle’s help 


Need some relief from the high 
costs of raising children? If so, you 
can turn to uncle Sam. According 
to Michael R. Dickson, CPA and 
president of the Columbus Chap- 
ter of The Ohio Society of CPAs. 
you may be entitled to tax exemp- 
tions and deductions that can 


directly reduce the costs as- 


sociated with raising your 
children. Smart tax planning can 
also help you to save for your 
child's future while minimizing the 
tax bite on your income 


Claim the dependency ex- 
emption 

Even if you have a December 
baby, you may claim an exemption 
of $2,350 on your 1993 tax return 
You are entitled to one exemption 
for each child who qualifies as a 
dependent. Generally, a child 
qualifies as a dependent if he or 
she is under age 19 at the end of 
the year or is a full-time student 
under age 24. Other tax rules also 
apply, so be sure to check with a 
tax adviser. 


Note that the dependency ex- 
emption is phased out for married 
individuals filing jointly with ad- 
justed gross incomes (AGIs) ex- 
ceeding $162,700; for married 
individuals filing separately with 
AGis above 481,350; for single 
filers with AGIs above $108,450; 
and for heads of household. with 
AGIs above $135,600, 


Record medical expenses 

You may. also get some tax 
relief from the high costs of your 
children’s medical expenses 
Qualified medical expenses, in- 
cluding those of your spouse (if 
you file jointly) and qualified de- 
pendents. are deductible to the 
extent that they exceed 7.5 per- 
cent of your adjusted gross in- 
come. Any medical expenses over 
this amount are fully deductible in 
the year they are paid. : 


Child care credit 

If you must hire child-care help 
or send your children toa day-care 
facility so you and your spouse 
can work, you may be entitled toa 
tax credit that can directly reduce 
your tax bill. To qualify for the full 
credit, your AGI must be $10,000 
or less. The credit is then equal to 
30 percent of certain employment- 
related child-care expenses 


The maximum amount of 
employment-related expenses 


that can be considered for the) 


credit is $2,400 for one qualifying 
child and $4,800 for two or more 
children. The amount of the credit 
decreases by one percent for 
each $2,000, or part of $2,000, of 
your adjusted gross income in ex- 
pss of $10,000, but not below 20 


—— > 


percent. Thus, for taxpayers with 
AGIs over $28,000, the applicable 
percentage is 20 percent. 


The gift tax exclusion 

When it comes to building your 
child's savings account, you may 
be able to use some tax-ad- 
vantaged strategies, Far example. 
you can give up to $10,000 a year 
($20,000 a year if both parents 
make a gift) to each of your 
children without paying any gift 
tax. The benefit: you remove the 
gift amount, as well as any income 
the gift amy earn, from your tax- 
able estate. If your child is age 14 
or over, any interest the money 
earns will be taxed at the child's 
lower rate 


Give appreciated assets to 
your children 

Another way to reduce your 
taxes while increasing your child's 
financial resources is to give as- 
sets to the child and let the child 
sell them, If you sold the assets 
yourself, you could face a long- 
term capital gains tax of 28 per- 
cent. However, if the child sells the 
assets, the gain will betaxed at the 
child's rate if the child is age 14 or 
older at the end of the taxable 
year. For the 1993 tax year, 
children are in the 15 percent tax 
bracket until their income exceeds 
$22,100 


Beware of kiddie tax 

Under the kiddie tax, if your 
child is under age 14, the first S600 
of unearned income is tax exempt; 
the next S600. is taxed at 15 per- 
cent; earnings above $1,200 are 
taxed at the parents highest mar- 
ginal tax rate. For the 1993 tax 
year, this means that the income 


could be taxed at a rate as high as 
39.6 percent 


To prevent your child from in- 
curring high taxes on investment 
earnings, you can limit the annuat 
taxable income in the account 
while the child is under age 14. 
One way to do this. according to 
CPAs, is by.investing in tax-free ér 
tax-deferred vehicles, such as 
U.S, Savings Bonds

administration strongly considers 
intangible qualities such as motiva- 
tion, leadership ability and deter- 
mination to~-succeed: Generally 
speaking, IWU looks for students 
who will benefit from the resources 
and opportunities the university has 
to offer.

Many of us have seen James Allen 
Woods 

Probably in ourselves or actually in 
person or on an advertisement 

But to live the life of Woods is to live 
a life of bumps, bruises, torment, am 
putation and finally self-appreciation 
Woods, a 39-year-old man, is what we 
call a Cinderella story. You know, where 
things start off bad and end with a 
pleasant ending. Well Mr. Woods 
wanted to share it with you 


Woods is no spoiled brat, coming 
from a family of;seven boys ard three 
girls. He was raised in the churchactive 
in organizations and even held jobs 
while in the seventh grade 

But then Woods became involved in 
selling drugs and eventually began 
using drugs and alcohol, His problem 
increased to armed robbery and abusing 
women, When it couldn't get worse...he 
dropped out of school 


He was a statistic, Woods is what 
everyone considered a child with no 
home, poor family and background 
When actually, that was not the case 
The stereotype had been placed in his 
hands and he ran with it 

In 1973, Woods enlisted in the Army 
and stayed for 10 yeags He was finally

becoming somebody. His life was begin- 
ning to form, the way his parents had 
brought him up. The way he had been 
taught. He served overseas in Korea 
Germany and many places in the U.S 

He later got married in Korea in 1978 
and returned to the States in 1983 to 
have a family, a happy family similar to 
the environment he proudly and boast- 
fully states. He and his wife divorced in 
1983, but he discovered another love 
Woods and his wife have a child and 
they residg,in Columbus 

Two months later his son dies. His 
divorced Wife passes and he begins to 
retrace his old road of cocaine and al- 
cohol. And when it couldn't get worse, he 
loses his leg in a motorcycle accident in 
1987 

There Woods laid in St. Anthony's 
Hospital, where doctors vigorously 
labored eight hours to save his leg. For 
two days, three times a day, the doctors 
visited Woods to see if feeling had 
returned to his legs. They had not. There 
was also no movement. Amputation was 
inevitable 

Then Woods was introduced to 
wheelchair basketball. He played with 
the Columbus Buckeye Wheelers in 
1991-92. He played with the Cleveland 
Cavaliers Wheelchair Basketball tear in 
1992-93" Woods, due to his outstanding 
play, was chosen to perform in a com- 
mercial, ‘promoting wheelchair basket- 
ball. Woods kor tite to be a quest

speaker on the television show called 
"Fast Break" 

Woods was good. He averaged 17 
points and nine rebounds a game, the 
Wheelchair Cavs traveled as far as 
Toronto, Canada to participate in a 30- 
team tournament,. where his team 
finished second and won the Chicago 
Tournament outright by beating the Bulls 
Wheelchair Team in the Championship 
game 


At season's end. Woods averaged 21 
points and 13 rebounds, pacing his team 
to 32 wins and 13 losses 

There is a reason Woods wanted to 
spend his fife with you. Woods has a 
better mental outlook on life. Wheelchair 
sports developed good sportsmanship 
attitude for Woods and other par- 
ticipants, He has been able to travel and

Sometimes, says Mathis, when 
new deaf partners begin, they have 
a preconception of what hearing 
co-workers attitudes will be. They 
have experienced prejudice in 
other aspects of their lives. They 
soon “fit in" he says. and find their 
work experience at Riverside to be 
a comfortable part of their lives 

Until a couple of years ago in 
Riverside’s ‘linen services, both a 
hearing person and a,non-hearing 
person were required to recélve a 
phdne call for the hearing-impaired

partner. Riverside now uses a TDY 
phone, a communication device 
that allows individuals to talk to 
each other through typed notes on 
an electric typewriter.

Safety tips to follow for the holiday season

Many people should be con- 
cerned about becoming a crime vic- 
tim during the holiday season 
Unfortunately, too many citizens, 
brimming with holiday excitement, 
do their shopping while ignoring in 
creasing season crime rates in the 
city. 

During the months of November 
and December of last year, Colum- 
bus Division of Police chalked up a 
total of 39 purse-snatching offen- 
ses...129.4 percent more than the 
previous year, pocket-picking shot 
up by 225 percent, while shoplifting 
and passing bad check offenses 
increased by nine percent and 76.9 
percent, respectively, Car theft, 
malicious destruction, rape and 
burglary also increased during the 
months of November and Decem- 
ber,. peak months for these offen- 
ses 


So, how do we prevent these 
crimes? Crime prevention prac-

Also, criminal opportunity can be 
lessened this holiday seasor in- 
creasing the level of surveillance on 
the part of the general public. No 
doubt in Columbus and nationwide 
criminal opportunists are going to 
be abound, pursuing you like 
predators in a jungle. The most 
effective defense you can use 
against these "scums" is common 
gense 

According to the FBI's Uniform 
Crime Data, there were a whopping 
7.9 million larceny-theft offen- 
se8s...1,2 million of which were 
recorded in the he months of 
November and December of last 
year 

The 1992 national motor vehicle 
theft rate was 631.5 per 100,000 
people...and that virtually increased 
by 3.1 percent compared to 1991 
Also, last year, a total of 265,787 car 
theft offenses were recorded for 
November and December alone 
compared to 200, 501 offenses 
during the same months 

With these crime trends over the 
years in Columbus, residents and 
out-of-towners should equip them- 
selves with some personal and 
property safety strategies, espe- 
cially during the holiday season 

The following tips are offered for 
holiday safety: : 

* Never venture alone at night, 
especially in sparsely populated 
areas, studies show that walking 
with one person reduces assault 
risk by 67 percent; walking with two 
or more companions by 90 percent 
(Community United Against 
Violence, San Francisco); 

* When walking to your car in a 
shopping center at night, join a 
group of other shoppers walking in 
your general directi6p,* When you 
feel bumped in a crowd, don't look 
for the bumper, but focus on your 
purse and belongings. This ploy is 
designed to pull your attention away 
from a second cohort lifting your 
purse, 

* When confronted by a mugger, 
do*not resist, show anger, or try to 


lecture. This may trigger a violent 
reaction, especially if the allant 


is a drug user. If assault how 
ever, scream at the top of your 
lungs 

* Dress in a way to insure 
mobility. Tight skirts and high heels 


hamper movement 

* Do not carry a large amount of 
cash and don't flash the cash that 
you are carrying 

* Carry checkbooks and credit 
cards in a separate pocket, not in 
your purse or wallet 

* Carry your purse in a secure 
way under your arm or close to your 
body; 

* Trust your Instincts. Avoid 
people/situations that "feel" wrong: 

* Lock. your car at all times, in- 
cluding when your are in it and driv- 
ing; 

* When leaving your car, always 
take your keys. If you must use 
your car to store Christmas pack- 
ages, place them oul of sight in the 
trunk, never in the front or back 
Seat.
